IN THE 
WILLIAMS' 
ADDITION, 
Bonth of Creighton avenue, the follow- 
ing streets: Harrison, Webster, Taber 
and Suttenfield, are 60 feet in width and 
are "parked," as is customary in many 
other cities east and west.

regular six feet walk, nine feet more are 
taken from the street, fifteen feet on 
each side, for grass plat and trees. 
This 
is palled "parking" the street. 
Which 
still remains amply wide for carriages 
and wagons. 
Where streets are thus 
*'parked" fences are usually considered 
a superflouB expense and the roadway is 
more easily kept rounded up in good 
condition for driving. 


l^utter and Oleomargarine. 


Much has been said and writtOT 
about the relative digestibility of but' 
ter and oleomargarine. 
The only act- 
ual comparative tests on record are a 
aeries made with a man and a boy by 
Prof. Mayer, in Holland. In these from 
97.7 to 98.4 per cent, of the fat of tha 
butter and from iK).l to 96.3 per cent, 
of the fat of the oleomargarine were di- 
gested. 
The average diflerence was 
L6 per cent, in favor of the butter, 
Certain possible sources of error in 
such experiments make it a question 
whether the digestion was not in fact 
more nearly complete than even these 
figures make it. 
An interesting series 
of experiments in artificial digestion 
conducted by Dr. E. D. Clark, in be- 
half of the New York Dairy Commis- 
sion, though of course not affording a 
definite measure of the process as it 
actually goes on in the body, accords 
with the very natural supposition that, 
in ease, and perhaps in completeness 
of digestion, oleomargarine would rank 
between butter and the fat of ordinary 
meat 


In chemical composition oleomarga- 
rine stands between meat-fat and but- 
ter. 
It will be remembered that oleo- 
margarine is made from beef-fat and. 
lard by removing from them parts of 
the stearin, which counts as the least 
digestible ingredient, and adding a lit- 
tle butter and sometimes oil, as cotton- 
seed oil. 
The bulk of all these fatty 
substances, meat-fat, butter, and oil, 
consists of the same or nearly the same 
kinds of fat, the meat-fat having the 
more stearin. 
The butter, 
however, 
contains small quantities, seven fiet 
cent, or thereabouts, of peculiar fats, 
butyrin, caproin, etc.. which give it its 
flavor and which are throught by some 
to make it 
more easily digestible, 
especially by persons whose digestion 
is enfeebled by lack of digestive Juices 
or otherwise. 


In the excitement over oleomarga- 
rine legislation, the discussion of the 
relative digestibilty of butter and but^ 
ter substitutes has been made very 
active by the importance of its bear- 
ing upon their comparative values for 
nutriment, and many statements have 
been made as to the effect of the chem- 
ical composition of the peculiar butter- 
fats 
and the consequent 
chemical 
changes in the process of digestion and 
assimilation in the body. 
It is inter- 
esting to compare the very positive in- 
ferences which some writers upon the 
subject draw from experimental inves- 
tigations, with the very guarded ex- 
pressions of opinion made by the au- 
thors of the same investigations in their 
writings and in personal conversation. 
The facts at hand and the general im- 
pression of special students of these 
subjects, so far as I have observed, are 
to the effect that probably, for healthy 
persons, the difference between butter 
and oleomargarine in ease and in com- 
pleteness of digestion 
would be at 
most very slight, but that for people 
with enfeebled digestion and for in- 
fants, butter may, perhaps, at times, 
have the advantage.—Pro/. Atwater, 
in 
the Cûntury.

THEANMCHISTS 


Are Bnried in Waldheim Cemetery and 
Half a MUlion People Witness 
the Scene. 


CHICAGO, NOV. 14.—The fnneral ser- 
vices of the five dead anarchist«—Spies, 
Parsons, Fischer, Engel and 
Louis 
Lingg—were held y esterday. 
Probably 
half a million people in the city of their 
terrible crime saw the last public prepara^ 
tions for the final journey to the tomb. 
Scarcely more than half the number ex- 
pected, 7,000 men and 250 women aided 
in the city by forming in procession be- 
hind them. 
Ten thousand people were 
present in the barest, emptiest grave- 
yard 
adjacent 
to 
Chicago 
when 
the corpses at length were hidden. 
Muttered curses and bitter murmurs, 
aud a cry of "throttle the law," ac- 
companied the parting words spoken 
over the five lifeless bodies. 


The marching column near the head 
of the procession, consisted of men four 
abreast, while at times five and six men 
moved side by side. 
Spies' hearse, cov- 
ered with flowers, to which were attach- 
ed many red ribbons, attracted especial 
attention, 
Mrs. Spies, Miss Gretohen 
Spies. Miss Gertrude Spies and Miss 
Van Zaudt were, of course, the subject 
of much interest. 


Mrs. Spies and her daughters wore 
heavy crepe veils, but Miss Van Zandt 
had no such face protection. She looked 
ghastly, as seen from the sidewalk, and 
was observed to be talking earnestly to 
Mrs. Spies as 
the carriage 
crossed 
Washington street. 
Mrs. Parsons and 
Mrs. Jennie Holmes, the 1 ormer wearing 
a heavy crepe veil, appeared to be over- 
come with grief, but kept gazing out of 
the carriage windows, as though glory- 
ing in the sight of the immense throng 
who had turned out to do reverence to 
the men who had paid the penalty of his 
crimes, as well as to his fellows. 


Mrs. Engel, Mrs Fisher aod Mif's Eda 
Mueller, Lingg's girl, were shrouded in 
black. 
The floral decorations on the 
hearse of Spies were especially profuse, 
while the hearses containing the bodies 
of Lir gg and Engel were slightly decked 
with ti ^ers. 


Fischer's death carriage was adorned 
by a large wreath carried on the driver's 
seat, while Parson's hearse was perfectly 
plain, no flowers of any description re- 
lieving the somberness. 
Women in 
large numbers 
were 
sandwiched in 
among the men, both sexes wearing red 
ribbons on their breasts. 
Every mem- 
ber of the Woman's Socialistic society 
wore a red ribbon either on her bonuet 
or hat, while many carried boquets of 
red flowers. 


Forty carloads of mourners escorted 
the remains to Waldheim 
cemetery, 
where the coflSns were brought to a 
stand-still and laid upon a rude little 
platform in front of a rough stone build- 
ing, perfectly windowless and with only 
one small door. 
A moment later a per- 
eon who had followed the coffins to this 
point could not stir a foot in any direc- 
tion, so thick had the crowd become. 


The relatives of the dead men were 
quickly gathered beside Captain Black 
on the platform, but in the gathering 
darkness the only features that could be 
discerned were the gleaming eyes of 
Paiaon's wife, the pale, agonized face of 
Nina Van Zandt, and the gross-looking 
form of Ida Fried eJ, Louis Lingg's girl. 
Without any 
preliminaries 
whatever 
Captain Black began the flrst of the fu- 
neral orations. 
It was couched in clear- 
cut, eloquent periods, but had no more 
efiect on the listeners than had the in- 
scriptions on the grave stones scattered 
about. 
He was followed by Robert 
Reitzel, of Detroit, who spoke in Ger- 
man, and several others, who spoke in 
bitter and vindictive terms. 


When they had concluded, the doors 
of the receiving vault were opened, and, 
while the Ma^nnerchor sang a farewell 
hymn, the coffins, one by one, were car- 
ried in. When the last one had been de- 
posited in its place the doors were again 
clcsed and locked, the band played a 
farewell dirge, and the curtain had fallen 
on the last act of the Haymarket drama.

Schwab was 
put in the convict kitcnen and Fielden 
in the stone department. 


A LONDON BIOT. 


LONDON, NOV. 14.—Fully 100,000 peo- 
ple, comprising radicals, socialists and 
Irish societies, assembled in and around 
Trafalgar 
Square 
yesterday. 
Four 
thousand police attempted to disperse 
the crowd and a bloody fight followed. 
About 200 citizens and forty policemen 
were injured and forty 
pereons ar- 
rested. 


The seventy-five men who were ar- 
rested for taking part in the disturbances 
of yesterday were arraigned this morn- 
ing, charged with rioting. 
Many of 
them were fined, while others were sen- 
tenced to from four to six months im- 
prisonment at hard labor. 


DUBIIIN, NOV. 14.—Mr. Pyne, M. P., 
for whose arrest a warrant has been is- 
sued, has taken refuge in the castle 
which he has fortified, 


Defended Herself. 


MAGON, Ga., Nov. 14.—Dnring the 
absence of her hnsband, Mrs. Wm. Rea- 
gan, of Miller county, was assaulted by 
a negro laborer on her farm, named Joe 
Reese. 
Mrs. Reagan defended herself 
with a knife, seriously wounding the 
negro, who escaped, but is probably 
lynched by this time. 


Is Prevailing in the Central and South- 
ern Part of Illinois and Great 
Distress is Anticipated. 


CHIOAGO, Nov. 14.—The probabilities 
of a water famine in central and southern 
Illinois 
is 
becoming alarming. 
At 
Springfield there is a deficiency of 18.16 
inches in the rainfall since July 3, as 
compared with the average precipitation 
for the same portion of the year for the 
last eight years. 
The Chicago and 
Alton road runs 
daily 
water trains 
through Springfield soutn. 
There is 
scarcely a road in soutnem Illinois that 
is not more or less engage! in the same 
business. 
It is evident that unless re- 
lief arrives before the hard freezing sets 
in that actual distress will follow.

Such capital crimes as these demanded 
capital punishment and stern measures 
in such cases were a necessity. 
The 
speaker paid a glowing tribute to Gov. 
Oglesby and complimented him for the 
wisdom and justice of his decision ren- 
dered under such trying and embarass- 
ing circumstances. 
The sermon was an 
interesting one throughout and Rev. 
Bacher, always eloquent and forcible, 
W8S especially so last evening. 
His dis- 
course was well received and created a 
favorable impression upon the large au- 
dience that listened to it.

REDEEMING UTAH. 


Bev. B. O. McNiece, of Utah, Diseonrses 
in an Eloquent Manner on the 
Mormon Question. 


Bev. B. G. McNieee, formerly editor 
of the Gazette of this city, but for the 
past ten years the pastor of the Presby- 
terian church at Salt Lake City, Utah, 
occupied the pulpit of Rev. Dr. Moffat 
at the First Presbyterian chnrch yester- 
day, both in the morning and evening. 
His discourses on both occasions were 
interesting, but the one in the evening 
was especially so, as he had chosen for 
his theme on that occasion "Redeeming 
Utah." It was an able, eloquent and 
forcible presentation of the Mormon 
question in Utah and Thk SENnNBL is 
sorry it cannot give a full synopsis of 
the reverend gentleman's remarks. 


After a short introductory, 'in which 
he laid the foundation for his discourse 
by referring to the opposition that Paul 
and the apostles met with in early Chris- 
tian times, he lannched out npon his 
subject proper. 
For over fifteen j ears, 
he said, in substance, Christianity had 
been waging in Utah a warfare against 
Mormonism that was one of the greatest 
contests in the history of the age and 
the time would come when Mormonism 
must fall. He alluded briefly to the 
evils of polygamy, but said with all its 
blasting and ruinous effects, it did not 
equal the evils that resnlted from the 
priest tyranny that was a prominent 
characteristic of the Mormon system. 
The priests controlled their followers, 
body and soul, and were able to defy 
almost what little of civil law the United 
States courts and territorial authorities 
had placed around them. 


Their faith was degrading society in 
every form, and with three-fifths of the 
population of Utah, they were now seek- 
ing to 
fasten 
the 
chains of their 
tyranny more firmly upon the people 
by seeking the admission of Utah as a 
state. 
This the speaker was opposed 
to and he 
h o p ^ 
congress 
would 
never consent to a measure that would 
thus place the legislative, judicial and 
executive government of that country in 
the hands of the Mormon priesthood. 
Christianity, if left to battle with Mor- 
mornism, with the aid of the govern- 
ment, could conquer the pernicious evil, 
and the time would come when Utah, 
rich in mineral resources and products, 
would be one of the best and fairest 
states of the Union. 


Bev. McNiece then referred briefly to 
what the christian churches were doing 
in Utah, and closed with an appeal to 
his audience to help them in their efforts 
to accomplish the redemption of Utah. 
His discourse was an able and an elo- 
quent one, and the large audience pres- 
ent were greatly interested and gave liim 
the closest attention.

A Trastee Objects to Flushing the Pah- 
lie Sewers. 


The street commissioner and chief 
engineer of the fire department ar- 
ranged this morning to begin flushing 
the sewers in compliance with a resolu- 
tion of the council. 
Mr. Eunkle, one of 
the water works trustees, at once raised 
an objection that it would exhaust or 
endanger the water supply, and Hon. 
Henry Monning made similar protests, 
but Councilmen Doehrman and Bead re- 
plied that the council had as much in- 
terest in maintaining the water supply 
as the trustees. 
The sewers, however, 
were in a terrible condition all over 
the city 
and 
needed 
cleaning 
to 
protect 
public 
health, 
and 
they 
produced the oft repeated statement of 
the trustees and others that the water 
supply was inexhaustible. 
In the face 
of these facts they did not see why this 
sudden fear should creep over the same 
gentlemen. If the trustees file a written 
statement before the mayor that they 
have not sufficient water to finsh the 
sewers, the work will stop. 
If not, it 
will proceed: let che blame rest where it 
belongs. 


Later—Messrs. Hedekin and Kunkle 
filed a communication witn the mayor 
asking that no sewers be flushed until 
further notice. They assigned no reason 
and the mayor refused to heed the paper, 
because notice has been served on him 
that the Hanna street sewer is ehoked 
up and cellars are flooded. Groceryman 
Myer says he will sue the city for the 
damfige done his stock. 
Similar threats 
are made by others as half the sewers in 
the oity are inoperative by reason of the 
drought. 


To Mr. Bead, Trustee Eunkle said 
they had no water, but they did not 
propose to say so to the council. 


There is no malice in this departure, 
in fact the idea of flushing the sewers 
originated with 
Councilman Webber, 
who is an anti-canal man. 
Some one is 
telling around that it is an effort to court 
favor for the feeder water supply, and it 
is pretty lame logic.

POWDERED glass is largely taking th» 
place of sand in the manufacture of 
sandpaper. It is readily pulverized by 
heating it red hot and throwing it into 
water, the finishing being done in an 
iron mortar. 
By the use of sieves 
different sized meshes, the powder is 
separated into various grades. A strong 
paper or muslin is tacked down anc, 
covered with a strong size of glue, the 
surface is covered with powdered glass, 
and, when the glue is dry, the surplus 
glass is shaken or brushed off.

Mercury. 


There are only four localities where 
mercury or quicksilver is fotmd in 
abundance. These are California, Aus- 
tria, Almaden in Spain, and Peru. The 
mines in this latter place were discov- 
ered in a very curious manner. Cinna- 
bar, the soft and red^lish rock of which 
mercury forms a part, when ground 
very fine serves as a beautiful red 
paint. 
The Indians used this to adorn 
their bodies. 
This caused the country 
•where tboy were living to be examined 
for cinnabar. 
The Romans had used 
it for hundreds of years in the decora- 
tion of their images. 
It is of great 
value now, in our times, and we call it 
vermilion. 
The other part of the rock 
is composed partly of sulphur. 
The 
cinnabar is crushed and exposed to 
htr-at. In the meantime, mercury in 
form of vapur, passes into a vessel 
friinieJ lor this purpose, where it cools. 
After being reduced to this liquid state 
it is pure, and is in condition to use. 
In this form it is used largely to sepa- 
rate the metal from the rocks to which 
they adhere. 
The rock having been 
well crushed, the material is passed 
through a screen, and is washed to ob- 
tain ail the gold and silver possible. 
Quicksilver is then placed in it, which 
appears to be absorbed at once, and as 
it takes up or moves with the metal in 
the ore, this metal is separated from 
the sand or crushed rock. If goldi s the 
metal to be amalgamated, a yellowish' 
white amalgam will be found- 
This is 
heated in retorts, and the mercury or 
quicksilver disappears, 
leaving 
the 
^gold. Although mercury is so useful 
in many ways, it is also poisonous, its 
vapor being dangerous to inhale. 
It is 
not many years since the mines in 
Austria took 
tire, 
poisoning 
1300 
laborers, many of whom eventually 
died. Even the water used to extin- 
guish the flumes, and which passed into 
a river a short distance from the minea^ 
killed the lish. 
The mercury is trans- 
ported in some countries in sacks made 
of sheeyskins, but is mainly carried in 
cast-iron flasks,—Jfefec/ia^iicaZ World.

The poorer classes 
of Italians are to be found in the 
northern part of Italy, where work is 
scarce and where the men are always 
ready to come to this country.

Rev. E. 0. McSlece, of Utah, Dlseoarvn 


In au tloqoeat Xanaer M the 


Mormon Question. 


ROT. R G. McXieee, formerly editor 


of the Oatftte of thia city, but for the 
past ten years the pastor of the Prmby- 
terian church at Salt Lake City, Utah, 
occupied the pulpit of RCT. Dr. Moffat 
at the First Presbyterian church yester- 
day, both in the morning and eTening. 
His discourse* on both occasions were 
interesting, but tho one iu tho evening 
waa especially so, is he had cheson for 
his theme on that cccasion ••Redeeming 
Utah." It waa an able, eloquent and 
forcible presentation ot the Mormon 
question in Utah and Tin BIKTOTL ia 
sorry it cannot give a full sjnopsia -• 
the reverend gentleman's remarks. 


After a short introductory, 'in which 


he laid the foundation for his discourse 
by referring to the opposition that Paul 
and the apostles met with in early Chris- 
tian times, ho launched ont npon hia 
subject proper. For OTOT fifteen jean, 
he ssld, in substance, Christianity had 
been waging in Utah a warfare against 
Mormonism that was one of the greatest 
oonUats in tho history of the age and 
tho time would come when Mormonism 
murt fall. He alluded briefly to tbe 
CTiia of polygamy, but said with all ita 
blaating and ruinous effects, it did not 
equal tbe evils that resulted from the 
priest tyranny that wss a prominent 
characteristic of tho Mormon system. 
The prlesta controlled their followers, 
body and soul, aiid wen able to defy 
almost what little of civil law tho United 
States court! and territorial authorities 
had placed around them. 


Their faith was degrading society In 


erery form, and with three-fifths of the 
population of Cub, they were now seek- 
ing to fasten 
tho chains of their 


tyranny more firmly upon tho people 
by seeking the admission of Utah aa a 
state. Thia the speaker waa opposed 
to and he 
hoped congress 
would 


neTer consent to a measure that would 
thus place the legislative, judicial and 
executive government of that country in 
the hands of the Mormon priesthood. 
Christianity, if left to battle with Mor- 
morniam, with the aid of the govern- 
ment, could conquer the pernicious evil 
and the lime would come when Utah, 
rich in mineral reaouroea snd products, 
would be one of tbe beat and fairest 
states of the Union. 


Rev. McNieee then referred briefly to 


what tbe Christian churches were doing 
in Utah, and dosed with an appeal to 
his audience to help them in their efforts 
to accomplish the redemption of Utah. 
His discourse was an able and an elo- 
quent one, and tho large audience pres- 
ent were greatly interested and gave him 
the closest attention. 


Tbo street commissioner and chief 


engineer of tho fire department ar- 
ranged thia morning to begin flushing 
tbe sewers In compliance with a resolu- 
tion of the council. Mr. Knnkle, one of 
tbo water works tnutoea, at once raised 
an objection that it would exhanat or 
endanger the water supply, and Hon.

In the face 
of these farts th<T did not see why thia 
sndiien fear should creep orer tho same 
gentlemen. If the trustees file a written 
statement before the mayor that they 
aave not sufficient water to flush the 
sewers, the work will stop. If not, it 
will proceed: let iho blame rest where it 
twlongs. 
Later—Meson. Hedekln and Ennkle 


filed a communication with tho mayor 
asking that no sewers bo flushed until 
lurtber notice. They assigned no reason 
and tho mayor refused to heed tho paper, 
because notice has been served on him 
that tho Banna street aewer is choked 
up and cellars are flooded. Qrooeryman 
Myer says he will sue tho city for the 
damage done hia stock. Bimi ar threata 
are made by others as half the sowers in 
the city are Inoperative by reason of the 
drought 
To Mr. Read, Trustee Knnkle aaid 


they bad DO water, but they did not 
propoao to aay so to the council. 


There is no malice in thia departure. 


In fact tho idea of flushing the aewera 
originated with Councilman Webber, 
who ia an anti-canal man. Home one is 
telling around that it ia an effort to court 
favor for the feeder water supply, and it 
is pretty lame logic.
